Leaning on Monday 
morning. the\ met.mid cxi hanged bags 
at K»yInool,.Conn..on the follow ing Sat- 
urday. Then each man returned to his 
starting point, which, ol course, took 
nearly another week. 


It wa.s lU'iijamJn l-'ranklin that, in 


1775, sugge.sUil the plan for a postal 
service on which our pit-sent system 
is founded. 
In tin? early days of this 


system rates were charged that seem 
outrageous to us of the present day— 
between Boston and New York, 18% 
tents mid 25 cents for points beyond 
Of course, this led to swindling1 the 
government and the smuggling of let- 
ters. 1'rivato parties carried mail se- 
cretly and at lower rates, and in 1839 
Harnden's express entered tlic field, 
carrying letters concealed in bundles 
nnd other packages nt lens than legal 
rates. 


But as soon us tlie gtivernmcnt low- 


ered its charges all these smugglers 
dropped out of the race. There was no 
money in it then.—Philadelphia. Times.
